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DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR § 1.821 (a)(1) and (a)(2). See for 
example, Figure 12. However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
§ 1.821 through 1.825, because it lacks SEQ ID Nos cited along with each sequence in the 
Figure. Applicants are also reminded that SEQ ID Nos are not required in Figures per se, 
however, the corresponding SEQ ID Nos then are required in the Brief Description of the 
Drawings section in the specification. Applicant(s) are required to submit a new computer 
readable form sequence listing, a paper copy, or CD-ROM for the specification, statements under 
37 CFR § 1.821 (f) and (g), if there is a need to list additional sequences in the sequence listing.

The completely separate 
entity types of the species and subspecies are often separately characterized and published in 
literature, thus adding to the search burden if all species and subspecies were examined together.
